Fruit Stealing Should Be Stopped. 


A Connecticut newspajier wanr.ly commends ;i judge who 


imposed a substantial fine on a boy convicted of stealing 
fruit, and declares that Ihis action on the part of the court 
lays the foundation of a hope for a beller state of tilings. 
Says the newspaper: "There is nothing meaner than robbing 
an orchard, except, perhaps, stealing chickens. On the other 
hand, while few judges can be found who will let off a chicken 
thief, plenty of (hem will smile at the fruit robber and say 
they used to do il, too." 


In the old days fruit stealing was great sport for boys and 


was engaged in chiefly for the sake of sport. '-.There were no 
theatres or oilier places of entertainment for country boys, 
and lo gel out after dark and rob fruit trees was.regarded-by 
the average boy as (lie choicest kind of sport. 
In nine puses 


out of ien fruil was rotting on (he ground al the homes of the 
boyi who made.these nighl raids on (he neighbors' orchards 
or dooryards. 
The dooryard waS usually preferred, -for. the 


nearer Ihe young culprits could come lo being caughl-and yel 
manage to escape, (he beller Ihey liked il. And in a majority 
of cases Hie fruil they stole would have rotted on the ground 
if they had no! stolen it. 


But conditions are different today, especially in cities and 


towns, where people who lake the trouble (o raise a little fruil 
in their back yards feel (hat they are enlHIed lo if, and are 
deeply aggrieved when they gel up in the morning lo find 
their Irees stripped, and in many cases seriously damaged by 
breaking. These people regard (heir fruil as properly, which 
il is, and Ihey are clearly entitled to (he proteclion of the law. 


The growing of fruit in gardens and back yards is to be 


commended and should he encouraged in every possible way. 
Bui there is no encouragement when the Irees are stripped by 
thieves and (he courls take the view I ha I the (rouble is merely 
the result of boyish pranks and not to be taken seriously. 


For Ihis reason il is proper thai the courls should deal with 


this offense with reasonable severity. No one wants a boy 
hanged or stood up before a firing squad for stealing fruil, or 
even sent lo jail except in extreme cases, but boys convicted 
of robbing (heir neighbors' fruit-trees should be laught dial 
Ihis is no longer regarded as a semi-innocent and permissible 
sport, and this the courts should make plain when young mis-; 
creams are brought before them for ofTcnses of this character. 


The old days have gone, and conditions are changed. Steal- 


ing is stealing in any case, but the raiding of dooryards and 
gardens is a very dill'erenl matter from a nocturnal visit lo a 
country orchard, where in favorable seasons altogether too; 


. much of Ihe product is allowed to rot on Ihe ground. 
The 


people in Ihe cities and villages have use for what fruil they 
can raise and are entitled to all the protection flic courts can 
give them.
